Eugenie's Hand in Two Wars. 


That the Empress Eugenie was largo> 


[y responsible for the decision taken by 
tier husband when, in 1870, he ordered 
that march to Berlin which terminated 
at Sedan, is one of the undisputed facts 
of recent history. It is, however, much 
less generally known that this unhappy 
woman had also no small share in the 
declaration of another war. 
According 


to Count Kisselef, who acted as Russian 
Ambassador at Paris after the Crimean 
war, it was tho Empress who decided 
the irresolute Napoleon, to make war 
against Russia. The story, as told by 
Count Kisselef, is given on the authori- 
ty of tho Empress herself, who told him 
on the I2th or 13th of May, 1857. that 
it was she who was responsible for tho 
declaration of war. When the Czar's 
letter arrived, the eurtness of which no- 
toriously embittered Napoleon, the lat- 
ter handed it to his wife with the re- 
mark that it was cold. " No," said 
she, after reading it, " it is more than 
cold, 'olle estgrossiero,"' The Emper- 
or read the Tetter again, and said, 
" C'cst vrai, je me'en occupcrai." From 
that moment, said the Emperor, war 
was decided on. Count Kisselef re- 
plied, "Then it is Your Majesty who 
has boon the cause of the death of 200,- 
OOOmeu.and of the loss of seven or eight 
hundred millions of francs?" "Yes," she 
answered, " indirectly, and I do not re- 
pent of it. Such perturbations are 
sometimes necessary in the existence ol 
peoples. 
It was necessary for France 


to take her rightful place in Europe. 
She has done this by means of the alii 
ance with England, and by that alii 
ance sho will maintain her influence at 
home and abroad."—Pall Mall Ctazetle
